All  reimbursements  from  the  State 
are  deposited  in  Surplus  Revenue  and  eventually  are  used 
to  decrease  the  tax  rate. 

We  are  once  again  asking  that  our  appropriation, 
$80,000.00  the  same  amount  as  last  year,  be  made  in  one 
lump  sum  and  that  it  be  allotted  to  the  five  categories  as 
seems  proper  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

We  are  also  submitting  the  following  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  five  categories  to  give  the  townspeople  a 
better  understanding  of  the  expense  of  this  department 
and  the  actual  amount  of  the  local  participation  in  these 
programs.

Only  Merrimac 
and  Salisbury  in  this  area  have  no  such  plan.  A  Master 
Plan  provides  the  Planning  Board,  the  Selectmen  and  all 
town  officials  with  a  guide  for  future  land  use,  future 
capital  expenditures  and  is  a  useful  tool  for  present  and 
future  generations.  Merrimac  is  a  small  town  in  land  area 
and  its  proper  development  is  most  important  to  all  of  us. 
Your  Planning  Board  sincerely  recommends  the  appropri¬ 
ating  of  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  for  a  Master  Plan 
(1/3  of  the  total  cost).

A  new  softball  diamond  was  marked  off  on  the  old 
high  school  grounds  to  accommodate  the  girls  softball 
teams  in  town.

Extensive  wrork  was  put  into  the  new  park  in  Merri- 
macport,  more  fill  was  added  and  it  is  ready  to  seed. 

Supervised  play  opened  up  the  second  week  of  July 
and  ended  in  August  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
approximately  175  to  189  children.  New  tarpaulins  were 
ordered  and  set  up  over  the  sand  boxes  for  shade  pur¬ 
poses.  Quite  a  bit  of  the  athletic  equipment  was  donated 
by  The  Lions  Club  of  Merrimac  as  they  have  done  in  the 
past  years.

To  further  improve  accounting  practices  in  the  various 
departments  the  budget  this  year  will  be  submitted  as  a 
segregated  one,  which  if  voted,  will  mean  that  within  departments 
money  voted  for  expense  cannot  be  used  for  wages  and  vice  versa* 

There  still  remain  some  budget  areas  to  be  improved  upon, 
however,  and  we  propose  to  work  on  these  next  year* 

The  committee  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  heads  of  all 
departments  for  submitting  their  budgets  early  and  otherwise 
cooperating  fully  with  the  board*  We  wish  particularly  to  thank 
Mrs*  Whiting,  the  Town  Accountant,  who  most  graciously  gave 
Invaluable  assistance  in  compiling  figures  for  us  and  typed  this 
report.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Merrimac 
for  the  fiscal  year  1960,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 
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The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports  and  records  in  the 
office  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  available  departmental  records  and  with 
the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  payments  were  compared 
with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  town  funds  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriation 
accounts  were  checked  with  the  amounts  voted  by  the 
town  as  shown  by  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meet¬ 
ings,  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  authorized  by  the  (finance  committee, 
while  other  accounts  were  checked  with  information  in 
the  various  departments  in  which  the  transactions  origina¬ 
ted. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1960. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were 
verified  and  the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
accountant’s  books,  with  the  records  of  the  several  de- 
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partments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 
The  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with 
the  accountant’s  ledger.  The  cash  balance  on  February  18, 
1961  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office, 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by  examination  of 
the  savings  bank  books. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and  all  transactions  and 
balances  were  verified  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the 
town  accountant. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  checked  with  the  tax  collector’s  records,  the 
redemptions  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash 
book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed,  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger,  and 
checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  deductions  from  employees’  salaries  for  Federal 
and  State  taxes  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
amounts  due  and  paid  to  the  proper  agencies. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise  ac¬ 
counts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  proved  with  the  assessors’  warrants  authorizing  their 
collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with 
the  verified  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements 
were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements 
granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with 
the  accountant’s  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  depart¬ 
ment  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commit¬ 
ments  of  light,  power,  and  miscellaneous  accounts  receiv¬ 
able,  as  well  as  the  consumers’  deposit  account,  were 
examined  and  proved.  The  discounts  were  verified,  the 
recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
the  discounts  and  abatements  were  verified,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  light,  and 
water  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to 

a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 

indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog,  sporting,  and  mis¬ 
cellaneous  licenses  were  examined,  the  payments  to  the 
State  being  verified  with  the  receipts  on  file,  and  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book. 


The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town 
officials  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 


The  records  of  cash  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  police, 
health,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  and  of 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were 
examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s 
and  the  accountant’s  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  municipal  light,  water, 
and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  show¬ 
ing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  several  trust  and 
investment  funds. 


While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appre¬ 
ciation.

To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1961.  This  report  deals  with  the  education 
of  children  in  grades  one  through  six.  For  a  report  on  the 
secondary  education  of  our  children,  we  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  on 
which  three  members  of  this  committee  serve. 


ENROLLMENTS 


Elementary  school  enrollments  have  increased  from 
300  children  in  1950  to  442  on  October  1,  1961.  There 
is  every  indication  that  the  number  of  children  in  the 
school  will  continue  to  increase  annually. 

Secondary  school  enrollments  have  increased  from 
178  in  1950  to  317  in  1961,  or  an  increase  of  78%.  One 
factor  in  this  increase  in  secondary  pupils  is  the  better 
instructional  program  at  the  Regional  School  which  is 
holding  more  of  our  children  in  school  until  graduation. 
The  demand  for  more  and  better  trained  graduates  has 
apparently  been  accepted  by  our  children. 


EDUCATIONAL  COSTS  &  REIMBURSEMENTS 


Although  the  costs  of  educating  our  children  must 
be  provided  from  local  taxation,  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  acknowledges  its  interest  and  concern  for  educa¬ 
tion  through  direct  and  indirect  reimbursements  to 
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Merrimac.  Since  the  State  pre-empts  tax  resources  from 
the  community  it  returns  money  from  these  sources  in 
school  aid.  In  1962  the  State  will  pay  Merrimac  about 
$54,000.00  in  direct  reimbursements  for  educational  pro¬ 
jects  and  about  $50,000.00  more  in  indirect  credits. 
Although  this  money  is  deposited  with  the  town  treasurer 
and  must  be  voted  by  the  town,  it  is  nevertheless  credited 
to  educational  functions. 

Since  there  were  442  elementary  pupils,  317  second¬ 
ary  pupils,  eight  vocational  pupils  and  one  Special  Educa¬ 
tion  pupil,  Merrimac  educated  768  pupils.  Although  the 
total  sum  of  money  to  be  raised  is  considerable,  after 
State  reimbursements  the  total  cost  to  be  borne  by  this 
community  is  reasonable  indeed  in  terms  of  the  values 
received. 


THE  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 


Your  schools  are  based  on  standards  aimed  at  de¬ 
veloping  all  the  potentialities  in  children.  We  know  that 
children  differ  in  height,  weight,  in  agility  and  speed,  and 
also  in  their  ability  to  learn.  The  program  is  constructed 
to  allow  each  child  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  he  can. 
Some  children  start  slowly  and  develop  their  skills  slowly. 
Others  start  slowly,  mature  rapidly  and  join  the  ranks  of 
the  capable  students.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage 
every  pupil  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  his  ability  allows. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  committee  to  furnish  your 
children  with  the  type  of  education  that  you  demand. 
The  constantly  improving  educational  scene  demands 
that  the  quality  of  instruction  be  maintained.  With  your 
support  and  encouragement  it  has  been  possible  to  do 
this.

Your  School  Committee  points  with  pride  to  its  re¬ 
cord  of  progress  in  local  education.  One  of  the  current 
practices  receiving  much  praise  nationally  is  the  primary 
unit  which  went  into  effect  in  Merrimac  in  1955. 
Although  the  local  schools  may  not  be  in  the  national 
limelight,  the  educational  practices  carried  on  are  the  best 
known  in  education. 

In  1961  an  Art  teacher  was  retained  by  the  School 
Union.  Two  days  each  week  are  devoted  to  Art  Educa¬ 
tion  in  Merrimac.  This  program  has  been  helpful  in  child 
development.  In  1962  it  is  hoped  that  a  similar  arrange¬ 
ment  will  be  possible  in  the  field  of  music.  With  these 
two  fields  of  interest  your  school  will  be  able  to  offer  a 
more  comprehensive  elementary  program. 


MEETINGS 


Your  School  Committee  holds  its  regular  meetings 
on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  8:00  P.  M.  at 
the  Elementary  School.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public.  Although  the  number  of  residents  attending  these 
meeting  is  increasing,  this  committee  would  like  to  en¬ 
courage  greater  attendance.  In  the  final  analysis  these 
are  your  schools,  your  children  attend  them  and  your  tax 
money  supports  them.  Your  schools  will  always  be  what 
the  majority  of  the  people  want  them  to  be. 
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The  School  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge,  give 
proper  credit  to  and  publicly  thank  the  following  groups 
of  individuals  which  have  made  our  educational  program 
better  or  assisted  in  the  related  activities  involved  in  the 
operation  of  the  school:

1961 


To  the  School  Committee: 

The  report  of  your  superintendent  will  be  devoted  to 
some  critcial  aspects  of  the  current  educational  scene. 
From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  examine  what  is 
being  done  in  the  hope  of  improving  that  which  can  be 
improved.  That  we  are  supporting  a  practical  educational 
program  is  acknowledged.  We  support  school  objectives 
which  are  most  important.  We  know  that  there  are  limits 
to  a  student's  time.  We  cannot  attempt  to  offer  every 
useful  kind  of  instruction  but  we  can  help  guide  students 
advantageously  in  the  time  that  they  do  have.  This  we 
do. 


It  is  true  that  the  public  schools  in  a  free  nation  must 
be  responsive  to  the  will  of  the  people.  This  does  not 
mean  that  we  can  satisfy  the  demands  of  each  citizen.  In 
the  wise  and  wide  economy  of  things,  partisans  and 
extremists  doubtless  have  their  place,  but  the  habits  of 
mind  that  are  most  worthy  of  cultivation  are  temperance, 
candor  and  judicial  fairness  in  dealing  with  a  question  so 
complex  as  education. 

EDUCATION  TODAY 

Although  the  tempo  of  comments  about  American 
education  has  subsided  somewhat  since  the  post-Sputnik 
days,  we  still  find  occasional  biased  reports  of  what 
educators  are  doing.  As  Dr.  Conant  has  aptly  pointed 
out,  if  one  wants  to  know  what  type  of  an  education  is 
offered  in  his  community,  he  must  know  his  schools.  To 
generalize  about  American  education  is  hazardous.  Wide 
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geographical  differences  in  education  are  found  in  this 
country.  Our  educational  system  is  a  sensitive  one  which 
often  is  damaged  by  ill-considered  remarks  and  actions, 
sometimes  by  the  well-meaning  but  uninformed  or  ill- 
informed. 

One  of  the  current  debates  revolves  about  whether 
we  can  hope  to  have  quality  and  quantity,  or  must  we 
choose  one  or  the  other.  The  matter  of  quantity  is  more 
easily  disposed  of.  A  clear  majority  of  Americans  be¬ 
lieve  that  all  children  should  be  required  to  attend  school 
until  the  age  of  sixteen,  or  as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  graduate 
from  high  school.  There  is  more  dispute  about  the 
number  that  should  continue  their  formal  education  be¬ 
yond  high  school  than  the  elimination  of  pupils  before 
high  school  completion. 

The  matter  of  quality  is  harder  to  define.  In  the 
United  States  there  is  no  fixed  examination  or  standard  in 
academic  terms.  The  definition  of  quality  here  also  in¬ 
cludes  character  development  as  well  as  intellectual 
growth.  The  concept  of  quality  has  been  altered  from 
time  to  time.  What  was  a  good  education  in  depression 
days  does  not  correspond  to  what  we  consider  quality  to¬ 
day.  A  wide  range  of  views  on  quality  exists  in  the  minds 
of  laymen,  legislators  and  educators.  Those  that  believe 
in  the  liberal  tradition  expose  their  views  of  reform  for 
the  common  man.  Others  take  various  other  views. 

In  this  country  we  must  have  both  quantity  and 
quality.  Our  schools  must  be  designed  to  provide  for 
unique  differences  in  the  learner.  Our  society  will  be 
better  served  when  all  diverse  talents  are  recognized  and 
developed.  Programs  must  be  provided  which  step  up 
both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  learning.  We  need  not 
only  more  speed  but  also  more  depth  of  learning.  Quality 
and  quantity  must  be  served  simultaneously. 
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Another  educational  problem  assuming  more  and 
more  menacing  proportions  in  many  areas,  though  not 
locally,  is  the  disparity  between  a  child’s  ability  and  the 
parent’s  ambition  for  the  child.  This  factor  is  particular¬ 
ly  difficult  for  the  upper  middle  class  who  are  striving  for 
social  status.  It  is  hard  enough  for  a  young  person  to 
admit  to  himself  that  there  are  things  he  cannot  learn; 
to  be  forced  into  failure  before  parents  with  high  ambi¬ 
tions  is  almost  too  much  to  stand.  From  this  point,  both 
parties  rationalize  about  the  quality  of  teaching,  the  un¬ 
fairness  of  teachers,  neglect  of  study,  etc. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  AND  DEMOCRACY 

While  faith  in  the  democratic  ideal  is  still  common, 
it  is  threatened  by  actions  and  proposals  for  action  which 
are  of  almost  daily  occurrence.  In  theory,  it  remains  firm 
and  strong.  In  practice,  it  is  being  eroded.  Here  is  the 
great  task  and  challenge  for  educational  leadership,  and 
a  critical  decision  for  American  citizens. 

In  speaking  of  the  agencies  which  influence  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  young,  many  persons  use  the  church,  the 
family,  and  the  school  as  if  they  were  of  equal  influence 
in  perpetuating  democracy.  This  is,  of  course,  not  true. 
While  the  home  in  which  the  child  grows  to  maturity  has 
a  deep  and  enduring  influence  on  him  as  an  individual, 
the  nature  and  direction  of  the  influence  result  from  the 
caprice  of  individual  parents.  There  is  no  degree  of 
uniformity  among  homes,  nor  any  ready  way  of  getting 
any  degree  of  uniformity  even  if  it  were  considered 
desirable. 

Nor  does  the  church  exist  in  this  nation  as  a  single 
agency.  Each  has  considerable  influence  upon  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  young.  These  influences  are  as 
diverse  as  the  sectarian  doctrines  out  of  which  they  grow. 
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There  is  little  uniformity  among  them,  and  no  desirable 
way  of  getting  ultimate  uniformity. 

Public  education,  however,  is  one  means  of  relating 
all  of  the  people  to  each  other  and  to  the  common  life. 
Education  alone  can  become  the  force  for  reconstructing 
our  culture  so  that  the  democratic  ideal  will  persist. 
Where  families  are  many  and  different,  it  brings  a 
common  way  to  all  children.  Where  private  schools  exist, 
it  is  the  public  school  which  affects  all  of  the  people.  For, 
as  the  public  school  becomes  better,  as  it  becomes  a 
vigorous  force  for  good  in  the  local  community,  it  also 
becomes  the  model  by  which  other  education  is  judged. 
Only  through  its  leadership  can  come  the  common  unity 
needed  so  sorely  in  these  times. 

Public  education  can  develop  a  generation  of  people 
who  will  understand  the  need  of  evolutionary  recon¬ 
struction  of  our  culture,  who  will  seek  to  expand  the  area 
of  common  agreement  about  the  common  good,  who  will 
have  a  secure  faith  in  the  democratic  ideal,  and  who  will 
judge  alternative  proposals  for  action  by  this  ideal. 
Public  education  can  do  all  this.  Whether  it  will  do  it  in 
time  to  resolve  present  conflicts  and  to  reduce  the  tensions 
which  come  from  them  will  depend  in  large  measure  upon 
the  quality  of  its  leadership.  If  the  needed  leadership  is 
provided,  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States  of 
America  will  become  the  most  effective  agent  for  improve¬ 
ment  in  our  society. 

We  must  look  forward  not  only  to  missiles  and  anti¬ 
missile  missiles  but  to  a  citizenry  prepared  to  live  in  an 
America  caught  up  inextricably  in  an  evolving  world 
community  experiencing  both  technological  and  political 
revolutions.  We  must  learn  to  live  in  a  world  whose 
people  are  mostly  poor,  non-white  and  uneducated. 
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IMPORTANCE  OF  EDUCATION 

•  * 

There  are  many  and  varied  reasons  for  supporting  a 
sound  educational  program.  Historically  we  could  point 
out  that  Americans  owe  to  education  at  least  partially, 
their  unity  which  has  enabled  them  to  master  a  continent 
and  to  forge  from  immigrant  diversity  a  great  nation.  It 
has  helped  to  prevent  rigid  class  barriers.  It  has  fostered 
diversity  of  talents,  ingenuity  and  economic  prosperity. 
On  it  are  based  many  great  scientific  and  technological 
advances. 

As  James  R.  Killian  has  indicated  to  Congress,  the 
defense  of  our  country  cannot  depend  solely  on  the  good 
will  and  patriotic  feelings  of  its  citizens.  The  nation 
needs  highly  trained  minds  and  technical  skills  for  the 
battles  of  the  future  will  be  battles  of  knowledge.  As 
both  President  Eisenhower  and  President  Kennedy  have 
indicated,  our  schools  are  more  important  than  Nike 
batteries.  Even  though  the  national  interest  in  education 
has  not  been  implemented  into  support,  the  nation's  debt 
to  education  is  immense. 

We  need  not  only  a  trained  and  literate  source  for 
military  power  but  also  to  compete  in  the  international 
battle  of  ideologies  which  will  be  an  inseparable  part  of 
the  future.  Real  understanding  of  democracy  can  be  best 
fostered  through  the  public  schools. 

The  culture  in  which  our  children  seek  dignity  and 
self-realization  is  complex,  and  surely  will  become  more 
so.  At  unprecedented  speed  new  knowledge  creates  new 
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opportunities  for  fuller  living.  With  equal  speed  many 
old  ways  of  life  become  less  adequate.  Occupations  be¬ 
come  more  technical  and  specialized.  Each  day  more 
knowledge  becomes  a  necessity. 

We  now  realize  that  education  is  important  not  only 
to  the  individual  but  equally  so  to  the  community  and  the 
nation.  The  great  principles  upon  which  this  nation  was 
founded  serve  as  guides  to  our  way  of  life.  They  must 
be  preserved.  Neglect  or  violation  of  these  principles 
results  in  needless  poverty,  insecurity,  degradation,  en¬ 
slavement. 

In  closing  we  again  quote  Alfred  North  Whitehead 
who  said  in  1916,  “In  the  conditions  of  modern  life  the 
rule  is  absolute;  the  race  which  does  not  value  trained 
intelligence  is  doomed.  Not  all  your  heroism,  not  all  your 
social  charm,  not  all  your  wit,  not  all  your  victories  on 
land  or  at  sea,  can  move  back  the  finger  of  fate.  Today 
we  maintain  ourselves.  Tomorrow  science  will  have 
moved  forward  yet  one  more  step,  and  there  will  be  no 
appeal  from  the  judgment  which  will  be  pronounced  on 
the  uneducated.”

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac 
and  West  Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  submits 
this  report  to  you  for  the  year  1961.  In  previous  years, 
we  have  conveyed  to  you  the  important  guidelines  by 
which  the  school  is  operated.  Your  approval  of  the  school 
policies  and  practices  has  been  expressed  through  your 
support  and  encouragement. 

Budget  for  1962 

Copies  of  the  33  page  annual  school  budget  were 
available  at  the  open  hearing  or  they  may  be  secured  by 
notifying  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  We 
will  make  no  attempt  to  discuss  the  budget  in  its  entirety 
but  hope  to  indicate  to  you  the  most  significant  items  of 
interest  and  concern. 

The  overall  budget  is  increasing  annually  because 
enrollments  are  increasing,  prices  of  materials  are  in¬ 
creasing,  program  improvements  require  greater  outlays 
and  personnel  increases  and  needs  are  growing.  We 
submit  that  these  increases  are  necessary.  We  submit 
that  the  quality  of  the  product  justifies  the  expenditures. 
Our  most  precious  resources,  the  minds  and  bodies  of  our 
children,  are  receiving  the  educational  program  required 
in  this  day. 

Since  classroom  instruction  is  the  most  vital  part  of 
the  educational  program,  we  have  tried  to  provide  salaries 
which  will  retain  our  competent  staff  members  and  attract 
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new  staff  members  of  like  quality.  It  is  our  observation 
that  the  slightly  higher  cost  of  quality  teaching  is  justified 
in  the  much  greater  educational  growth  in  our  children. 
Even  so,  our  per  pupil  costs  are  below  the  State  average 
for  Regional  Schools.  We  dare  not  lower  the  educational 
standards  when  the  demands  for  more  and  better  educa¬ 
ted  people  is  increasing. 

A  significant  increase  may  be  noted  in  the  capital 
outlay  section  of  this  budget.  This  increase  has  been 
caused  primarily  by  the  growing  number  of  pupils  at  the 
school.  To  properly  teach  our  children  it  has  been 
necessary  to  provide  additional  pieces  of  furniture  and 
equipment.  One  example  of  increased  costs  is  the  need 
for  additional  armchairs.  In  addition  to  supplying  more 
chairs  in  the  present  classrooms,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
equip  the  auditorium  stage,  the  teachers  workroom,  and 
the  family  living  room  in  the  home  economics  section  with 
armchairs  to  conduct  classes.  But  chairs  alone  do  not 
make  adequate  facilities  for  instruction.  It  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  provide  other  items  as  chalkboards,  desks  and 
equipment.  Enrollments  in  industrial  arts  have  dictated 
an  increase  in  their  equipment.  In  addition,  a  finishing 
room  for  woodworking  projects  is  included  for  teaching 
purposes  and  as  a  safety  factor. 

The  textbook  account  has  also  been  increased. 
Again,  increasing  enrollments  account  for  some  of  this 
but,  in  addition,  the  period  of  textbook  replacements  has 
begun.  Although  all  books  are  required  to  have  covers, 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  amount  of  wear  a.nd  tear 
creating  replacement  needs.  And  with  the  changing  class 
enrollments,  new  demands  for  better  materials  and  more 
current  information,  the  budget  request  was  substantiated.

Dropouts 

In  American  education  a  great  wave  of  indignation 
has  arisen  because  of  the  waste  of  manpower  and  talent 
through  dropouts.  This  fact  has  been  of  local  interest  for 
many  years.  One  of  the  factors  in  favor  of  regionalization 
was  to  arrest  the  practice  of  leaving  school  due  to  inad¬ 
equate,  sterile  educational  programs.  We  can  now  forth¬ 
rightly  state  that  this  goal  has  been  accomplished. 

In  a  town  by  town  study  of  dropouts  in  the  three 
towns  since  1955,  the  following  information  is  evident. 
The  dropout  rate  in  Groveland  has  been  cut  about  67 
percent;  in  Merrimac  about  50  percent;  and  about  40 
percent  in  West  Newbury. 

There  are  some  aspects  of  the  local  dropout  rate 
which  are  still  undergoing  study.  Although  we  are  very 
pleased  with  our  results,  program  adjustments  to  provide 
better  educational  opportunities  for  many  worthy  drop¬ 
outs  are  being  investigated.  Even  though  we  recognize 
that  a  few  dropouts  may  be  better  served  by  other  agen¬ 
cies,  there  is  a  percentage  of  dropouts  that  would  be 
better  served  by  the  school. 


PART  II 

Pupil  Enrollments  and  Future  Needs 

In  the  short  space  of  four  years  we  have  seen  our 
pupil  population  grow  from  655  pupils  in  1958  to  842  in 
1961.  The  impact  of  this , figure  is  that  it  exceeds  the  1955 
enrollment  projections  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission  in  determining  the 
size  and  facilities  for  this  school. 
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The  question  arises  as  to  the  consistency  of  further 
growth  and  its  rate.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  next  ten 
years  will  show  a  steady  growth  barring  extremely  un¬ 
usual  circumstances.  The  evidence  for  this  prediction  is: 

1.  The  combined  total  of  pupils  in  Grade  One  in 
Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury  is  over  200 
pupils.  This  is  also  true  of  Grades  Two  and  Three.  The 
number  of  dropouts  before  Grade  Nine  is  negligible. 

( 

2.  On  October  1,  1961,  there  were  1142  pupils  in  the 
three  elementary  schools  which  send  pupils  to  this  school. 
If  every  child  continued  his  education,  by  the  year  1967 
we  could  expect  1142  pupils  in  Grades  Seven  through 
Twelve. 

3.  Official  projected  enrollments  for  the  three  towns 
predict  over  200  pupils  will  annually  enroll  in  Grade  One 
for  at  least  six  years. 

4.  With  more  than  200  pupils  in  Grade  Three  and  at 
least  that  amount  predicted  for  that  grade  for  years  to 
follow,  starting  in  1965  we  can  expect  200  or  more  seventh 
graders  annually. 

5.  The  actual  and  expected  long-range  enrollments 
indicate  the  number  of  pupils  to  equal  or  exceed  the  totals 
shown  below:

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6.  If  the  projected  pupils  for  the  next  four  years  are 
combined  with  the  pupils  presently  in  Grades  One,  Two 
and  Three,  there  will  be  about  1500  pupils  in  the  three 
elementary  schools  by  1964.

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PART  III 

In  view  of  the  statistics  in  Part  II  this  Committee  has 
studied  the  alternatives  open  to  the  three  communities. 
We  have  analyzed  carefully  the  student  population;  the 
prospects  for  growth ;  the  alternatives  in  new  construction 
or  additions.  At  the  present  time  there  appear  to  be 
strong  tendencies  toward  a  new  regional  junior  high 

school  closely  related  to  the  present  building. 

The  reasons  for  this  decision  are:  (1)  that  an  in¬ 
crease  to  1300  or  more  students  by  1970  dictates  a  separ¬ 
ate  building  for  the  500  seventh  and  eighth  graders;  (2) 
that  junior  high  school  age  students  should  be  separated 
from  senior  high  school  students,  socially;  (3)  that 
enlarging  the  present  building  to  1300  and  more  students 
would  make  it  an  unwieldy  administrative  unit  -  not  be¬ 
cause  of  the  student  body  alone  but  more  so  because  of 
its  present  arrangement;  (4)  that  the  long-range  plan 
is  more  economical. 

Someone  has  described  our  dilemma  as  follows.  Add 
rooms  according  to  a  well-thought-out  plan,  leading  to 
complications,  or  build  an  economical  and  sensible  educa¬ 
tional  building  to  meet  our  increasing  needs.  After  ad¬ 
ditional  study,  this  Committee  will  submit  its  considered 
judgment  on  our  future  needs.  It  is  hoped  that  a  final 
decision  on  additional  housing  will  be  forthcoming  early 
in  1962. 

In  reviewing  1961  it  is  obvious  that  the  success  of 
your  children  at  Pentucket  and  in  life  is  due  to  your  care¬ 
ful  guidance.  We  realize  that  the  home  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  success,  but  we  were  glad,  along  with 
the  churches  and  other  community  agencies,  to  contribute 
to  their  welfare.  We  are  grateful  for  your  cooperation. 
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We  commend  you  for  your  encouragement  of  your  chil¬ 
dren,  for  your  willingness  to  sacrifice  for  your  children, 
and  for  your  efforts  to  provide  them  with  a  better  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  PENTUCKET  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 


This  will  occasion  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the 
Principal  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School. 

In  the  past  we  have  explained  in  this  column  the 
philosophy  and  educational  policy  of  the  regional  school. 
We  have  attempted  to  point  out  how  and  in  what  manner 
and  means  the  program  has  been  geared  to  provide  a 
sound  foundation  for  a  good  public  school  education.  We 
have  had  the  competent  services  of  the  dedicated  staff  of 
the  school.  We  have  had  much  to  be  thankful  for,  and 
the  result,  in  so  far  as  we  can  determine,  demonstrates 
that  our  diligence  and  efforts  to  provide  a  quality  educa¬ 
tion  has  in  large  measure  produced  a  fruitful  harvest. 
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As  you  undoubtedly  know  from  our  previous  reports, 
and  from  facts  contained  in  other  sections  of  the  town 
report,  this  school  during  the  past  year  has  been  crowded. 
No  one  could  foresee  at  the  time  of  planning  and  erection 
of  this  bulding  the  accelerated  growth  and  the  migration 
of  people  in  this  regional  community.  Despite  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  this  year,  crowded  conditions  have  tended  to 
decelerate  the  advancement  of  our  educational  program. 
The  next  school  year  will  have  tremendous  effects  upon 
both  our  educational  facilities  and  our  educational 
program.  At  the  present  time  I  would  remind  you  that 
the  use  of  our  educational  facilities  has  reached  a  point  of 
almost  100%.  This  figure  will  be  reached  during  the 
next  school  year. 

Discerning  citizens  might  well  think  that  such 
effective  use  of  building  facilities  always  results  in  a 
superior  educational  program.  This  may  in  some  in¬ 
stances  be  true,  but  the  extent  of  the  correlation  and  the 
value  containing  therein  would  be  predicated  on  the  fact 
that  effective  teaching  devices,  techniques  and  standards 
would  be  at  a  maximum.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  highly 
efficient  use  of  facilities  in  schools  is  attained  when  the 
percentage  is  around  80%.  It  is,  in  fact,  under  certain 
conditions,  possible  to  have  100%  efficiency  of  facilities, 
but  the  expense  of  this  far  out  weighs  the  economy  that 
seems  apparent  on  the  surface.  To  do  this  would  sacrifice 
moderate  class  size,  which  is  necessary  for  effective 
teaching.  Entailed  also  would  be  indiscriminate  use  of 
classrooms  for  purposes  not  consistant  with  a  good 
educational  program;  unrefined  schedule  programs  that 
freeze  students  into  a  curriculum  not  designed  for  their 
best  interest;  the  deprivation  of  special  class  groups  for 
the  talented,  for  the  average,  and  for  the  slow  learners; 
indiscriminate  mixing  of  students  of  various  age  groups 
and  maturity  level  in  various  aspects  of  the  program.  In 
short,  this  could  result  in  educational  hodge  podge. 
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While  the  efficiency  in  the  use  of  our  facilities  and 
teachers  would  seem  high,  the  actual  advantages  will  not 
generally  be  on  the  same  level.  As  an  example:  to  use  a 
class  room  for  a  science  program  when  the  facilities  for 
experimentation  and  for  demonstration  are  not  present 
nor  available,  is  to  deprive  students  of  a  real  quality 
education.  Other  areas  may  also  be  cited  to  substantiate 
this  statement:  to  eliminate  a  student  from  Physical 
Education  or  from  Industrial  Arts,  or  other  areas  because 
of  crowded  conditions,  is  also  an  example  of  depriving 
students  of  quality  education,  even  though  the  facilities 
are  used  to  the  maximum.  To  enlarge  classes  to  the  point 
where  teachers  are  unable  to  provide  adequate  quality 
education  and  effectively  make  use  of  the  individual 
differences  that  exist  among  our  students  is  a  further 
example  of  the  erosion  of  quality  education.  To  limit  the 
scheduling  program  so  that  students  may  not  elect  the 
courses  that  they  need  because  of  the  crowded  conditions 
is  another  example  of  the  erosion  of  the  education.  To 
find  that  students  are  mixed  with  other  groups  of  students 
of  dissimilar  abilities  and  goals  in  large  classes,  because  of 
the  problem  of  scheduling  resulting  from  the  lack  of 
available  space  is  still  another  example  of  the  erosion  in 
quality  education:  to  overload  the  teachers  with  extra 
duties  and  with  extra  students  which  generally  prevents 
them  from  doing  their  most  effective  work  does  not  give 
them  the  proper  atmosphere  for  pupil  learning  effective¬ 
ness. 

During  this  next  year  we  will  be  using  the  specialized 
Home  Economics  room  for  other  classes.  This  will  deprive 
the  Home  Economics  students  from  effective  use  of  the 
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room  for  some  homemaking  activites.  We  will  also  be 
using  the  conference  room  adjoining  the  Superintendent’s 
Office,  making  use  of  this  small  conference  room  for  small 
group  work.  The  teacher’s  room  will  also  be  used.  This 
area  is  now  used,  by  teachers  as  a  center  of  activities  in 
making  out  and  duplicating  tests  and  other  papers  and 
especially  by  the  teachers  who  do  not,  even  now,  have 
space  available  for  their  work.  Next  year  this  will  be 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  there  will  be  three  more 
teachers  in  addition  to  our  present  staff.  This  room,  in¬ 
adequate  as  it  is,  will  also  be  required  for  use  as  a  class 
room.  The  auditorium  will  also  be  used  (in  addition  to 
the  cafeteria,  which  is  now  being  used  for  study  hall  and 
large  classes).  This  is  an  example  of  what  might  be 
called  efficient  use  of  our  facilities,  but  the  wear  and 
tear  on  these  areas  and  the  resultant  unavailability  of 
these  areas  for  their  designed  purpose  seriously  detracts 
from  the  efficiency  that  seems  apparent  upon  surface 
examination.  The  use  of  areas  designed  for  one  purpose 
in  order  to  put  them  to  another  purpose  is  merely  robbing 
Peter  to  pay  Paul  and  is  of  little  value.  It  hurts  educa¬ 
tionally,  due  to  the  fact  that  when  a  time  arrives  to 
provide  a  place  for  a  special  class  to  meet,  in  a  room 
designed  for  that  purpose,  that  room  would  not  be  avail¬ 
able.  There  is  no  place  at  the  present  time,  thus,  there  is 
no  choice  to  make  —  one  must  take  what  one  has  and 
make  the  best  of  it.  In  any  event,  there  will  be  serious 
impacts  upon  curriculum  and  upon  quality  education, 
which  we  have  so  diligently  tried  to  establish  at  the 
Pentucket  Regional  School.  Many  classes  will  be  too 
large  for  the  most  efficient  instruction,  in  both  Senior  and 
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Junior  High  School.  Some  of  our  programs  will  not  be 
available  to  all  of  our  students.  Rooms  not  designed  for 
special  use  will  be  used  for  specialized  activities  and 
seriously  curtail  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  involved. 
Teachers  will  be  over-worked,  students  will  not  be  able 
to  have  the  individual  help  to  the  extent  that  they  have 
been  getting  it  in  the  past. 

Although  we  will  try  to  keep  our  grouping  intact  in 
order  to  provide  for  individual  differences  and  a  program 
of  studies  geared  for  depth  and  breadth  in  high  school 
education  and  provide  courses  needed  by  our  students, 
serious  problems  will  arise  and  the  impact  will  be  great. 
We  will  do  everything  in  our  power  to  continue  our  pro¬ 
gram  of  enrichment  and  acceleration  of  students.  The 
school  year  1963-64  will  probably  see  this  school  operating 
on  some  form  of  a  platoon  system.  Educational  research 
and  experience  has  consistantly  shown  that  a  platoon 
system  seriously  deprives  students  of  an  adequate  quality 
education,  which  is  their  heritage.  The  need  is  now,  and 
is  great,  for  firm  and  positive  action  to  provide  for  the 
expansion  of  the  education  facilities  in  the  very  near 
future,  if  we  are  once  again  to  maintain  the  high  quality 
of  eduation  that  our  future  citizens  do  need,  and  to  which 
this  school  is  dedicated.  Public  consideration  and  action 
is  needed.  The  time  has  come  for  thinking  men  and 
women  to  act  with  sound  judgement  and  cool  reasoning  if 
the  educational  future  of  the  region  is  to  be  enhanced  and 
future  growth  is  to  be  maintained.
